"BRITISH GOVERNMENT'S * POLIOY. 


The Government intend to grapple with 


‘the problem, of Empire development in 


resolute fashion. The Imperial Conference 
in October is. nob to be devoted tg the 
passing of pious resolutions, but to the 
consideration of real business. The Pre- 
sident of the Board ef Trade on April 
10th . sketched the programme, which 
showed that tho’ whole policy of tho 
Government would be to co-operate with 
the’ Dominions, net merely for the 
acerleration of migration scheries, but for 
the iutensive development of inter-Lmperial 
trade and the exploitation in the interests 
of the whole Empire of its naturm 
resaurees, Imperial) communieationg and 
the question of preference and the possi- 
Lilities of ity extension will be considered. 
Schemes for the development of the Crown 
Colonies are ready, and there ig no need 
to wait, No legislation is required for 
this purpose, but there will have to be 


a vote of the House -of ' Commons . tof’ 


authorize tho Sceretary of State to make 
a contribution from the Imperial Govern- 
ment. - There was no doubt, said -Sir 
Philip Lloyd-Greame, that this would be 
fone thi Session. The policy of appoint. 
ing trade commissionergiwil! be extended, 
and uew commissioners have been appoint- 
ed in Vancouver and Bombay. : 

The. subject was raised in the House 
of Commons by Lord Ednam, who moved 
a resolution calling attention to the state 
of trade. with Enrope and .the Empire. 
and urging that the House, while fully 
desirous of promoting the re-establishment, 
of our relations with European countries 


on the basis of mutual advantage, wished | 
the Government to take immediate, steps]. 


to bring about the fullest ‘possible expan. 
sion of drado within the. Empire and, the 
development of ‘the resources of ‘tho 
Empire in close co-operation with the 
authorities of the Oversen Dominions and 
Colonies. 

Mr. A Short said that from an economic

" FORMER LANDOWNERS, — 
EX PERTENCES. “ 

The following ia taken from 4 letter written, 
by a former Russian Jandoiwner'.who is now 
leading the life of a peasant. with his father 
and brother oa aa allotment forming part of 
the family estate: — oa ‘ 

T would like tu deseribo to you in detail 
our life and occupations, so as to give you an 
iden of how sv many educated and ealtured 
people live in Russia nowadays. 

‘As you know, when the Revglution came, 
my father, my three brothers, and managed 


-} te receive the permission of the Goverament 


to stay in, Ure enrntry open cur estate 
(althotigh it is not ours any more). We were 
civen a atandarc! allotment from our former 
fond on condition that we worked it ourselves, 
and we settled down to the vew life. 

Of Work there was plenty and at first. it 
wits Luin] to give up old habits wnd tastes 
and to live like peasants; besides our little 
piece of land, through our want of skill, 
‘refused in the beginning to yield enough to 
make bod ends meet. Gradually, however, 
we began te get accustomed to, th: new 


labour and things began to improves 


Work is distributed in this way. Father 
is our shepherd. Each’ morning he. takes 
the bible, a copy of Pascal, and a small 
piece of, bread, und goes off with ‘the. few 
cows,and sheep we have. ‘He is the sower 
aa-well, so that when sowing time’ comes, 
ous of us has to take his place and ‘miad 
our little herd. One of my. brothers keeps 
house, attends to the vegetable gurdens, of 
which we have two, milks the cows’ and 
feeds the chickeas ; another looksvafter vur 
two horses, aud the third aud myself do all 
the rough workin the fields, , 

This ‘division of Jabour is observed until 
the hay harvest;;when all of us, expe fa- 
ther, have to work from dawn to durk, for 
wo have no hired labourers, and have to 
rely on ourselves to have all the hay stored 
away by the harvest time... Lhon the hardest 
time begins. At sunriss we are aulreddy in 
the fields, reaping till sunset, with only a 
few minutes at midday to awallow the 


_| bread-and ilk we bring with us, for nobody 


has time for lunch... When night comes 
thers is nodimuch rest either, for tha pen- 
aants let their horses loose, and we hive 
to patrol our fields, in “turns, chasing then 
away. Just before dawn we go home for 
breakfast, and come hack Tinmediatey n€ter, 


Whenall tirsharvest ix cleaved from the 
tields, thrashed, and stored, { usually take 
with me the one thrashing maching we have 
left, aad go to work in villages ax a hired 
labourer. The peasunts willingly give mo 
work, and I pass from une village to auother 
till the auttimn. During this nomad life 1 
usually stay with my employers, who feed 
ie, and piy me in Kind, a percentage upon 
the grain thrashed. To do the peasants 
justice, I must say that they always treated 


me well, guve we plenty, to’ eat, und often fy.”

- In autumn, after going -home with my 
hard-earned grain, 1 can pe a little rest, 
and am able even to read and sturly in the 
evenings.

is absorbed in work thu whole. cday,, 
and is almost dropping with futigue when 
‘bedtime comes, there iy no’ time to 
think; but, in the long autuinn evenings, 
when the family gathers .round the little 
vil lamp, or when one ‘lies awake at, night, 
not tired enough to fall asleep at once, all 
kinds of thoughts'come to torture one. | Pic- 
tures of the past rise before one’s eyes, the 
military school, the regiment, the wars . 
Ong involuntarily begins to drew com- 
parisons between the time, not so long ago, 
when ‘life seemed full of promise, and the 
dreary, hopeless existence of to-day. 


Perhaps I am morbid, bat it is harder 
for me thau fog .my brothers, for they 
were till children twelve: or thirteen 
years old when the crash came, and 
they have udapted themselves more 
easily to the new life. Father and they, are 
quité engrossed in farming, full of schemes 
about ail kinds of improvements and 
plung so ‘as tu increase the productiveness of 
our land. They are happy, und I am glad 
to see them so, but | am often. afraid. 
Who knows what the future has in store 
for then: and for all of us? Are we to 
buried alive for tho rest of our lives, away 
from civilization,’ without the companion- 
ship of cultured nen, always desperately 
fighting for a -mere existence? : . 

I often ‘think how surprised_ you would 
be to see.us as we are now, Our life has 
reached: the vtaost limit of simplicity, but, 
although this common fate has reduced the 
peasants and curselves to the same leve 
it is only superticial. ‘It is tru that al 
ill-will has long ago disappeared, and no 
enmity exists between the peasants and 
the Jundovners, but we still remain too
